Ohio’s Republican ‘Hosts Assemble at 
Cleveland — The Administration Re- 


celves Hearty Commendation in Ne 


braska—No Opposition to the Cut-and- 
Dried Programme in New Jersey—New 
Hampshire Convention. 


OLEVELAND, O., April 27.—Still flushed with 
the recollections of their victory five months 
ago, the representatives of the Republican 
party of the Buckeye State again assembled 
this afternoon to place in nomination a ticket 
with which to inspire their adherents in the 
presidential election of November next. 
Music Hall never looked more, bright and at- 
tractive than it did this afternoon, when 
State Chairman C. W. King arose to bring 
down his gavel on the mahogany desk which 
' stood beneath a floral arch twelve feet in 

height and having for its silken background a 
- fan 16x40 feet, made up of the national col- 
ors. The footlights were banked with palms. 

The upper balconies and the rear of the 
stage, which had been reserved for special 
guests were packed soon. after noon, the fair 
sex especially turning out in force, and as 
one well-known Republican after another 
made his appearance on the floor he was 
quickly recognized and treated toa round of 
applause. The crowning ovation, however, 
was reserved for ex-Gov. Foraker, who en- 
tered at the head of the Hamilton County 
delegation and was given a succession of 
cheers that fairly shook the building. 

It was 2:30 to the moMent when Judge King 
called the gathering to order and the 
Gelegates rose to their feet while 
Rev. Dr. G. 8S. Pomeroy of the Second 
Presbyterian Church invoked the divine 


blessing on the deliberations of the gather- 
ing. Then Hon. Charles P. Griffinof Toledo, 
who had been selected by the State Com- 
mittee as temporary Chairman, was intro- 
duced and delivered a lengthy address, de- 
voted principally tothe éeulogistic review of 
the course of the party toward Stete issues. 
"here was deafening applause when speak- 
ing of the men whose names hac been identi- 
fled with tariff lezisiation. He mentioned in 
turn McKinley, Blaine and Harrison. But it 
was noticeable that the reference to the man 
from Maine evoked the greater enthusiasm. 
ihe speaker concluded by an appeal for 
harmony that was well understood by both 
factions in the convention, He said: 

“ **fhe Republican party has never failed to 

win a giorious victory in Ohio when it went 

forth to battle with fraternity and harmony 
inscribed on its banners. And the spirit of 
those words Is fn the hearts of its leaders and 

ople. 10-day, asatno other time in its 
iistory, should fraternity and harmony fill 
the hearts and control the actions of the Re- 
publicans of Ohio, and especially of you, gen- 
ilemen of the convention, as their accredited 
representatives. If that=wisdom, concilia- 
tion and unselfish fraternity which charac- 
terized allthe leaders and members of the 
party during. its early years shail find 
fruition here, it will insure not. only 
victory in Ohio, but giadden the hearts and 
increase the endeavors of Republicans every- 
where, and greatly ald in winning that grand 
national victory which-awaits us in Novem- 
ber next.’’ 

At the conclusion of the address the Com- 
mittee on Permanent Organization and Plat- 
form were announced, and thereupon an ad- 
journment was taken until to-morrow 
morning. The Committee on Platform at 
once went Into session in the Mayor’s office 
at the City Hall. 

While yesterday the nomination of Taylor 
for the head of the State ticket was claimed 
by his friends as a walk*-away, bets to-day 
were about even that the successful man 
would be someone eise, though no 
one ventured to say that the rom- 
inee might not be equally as strong 
a Sherman supporter. For the 
remainder of the State ticket factional lines 
did not seem to be strongly drawn. The 
situation seemed to be that Foraker would 
succeed by hook or crook in making a much 
stronger showing than had been conceded 
revarding the National Convention end of 
the and fight,would tna measure of necessity 
sacrifice many of the other prizes to win more 
of the greater. 

Ex-Gov. “voraker arrived here this morning 
from Cincinnati and immediately after break- 
fast had a conference with his lieutenants at 
the Forest City House. It resulted in the 
withdrawal of ex-Confressman A. L. Conger 
as one of the Foraker candidates for delegate- 
at-large and the substitution of Asa Bushnell 
of Springfield. The Sherman element has 
about decided to concee one-half ofthe del- 
egation in the interest of peace and harmony 
and it will probably be, therefore, composed 
as follows: Gov. McKinley, W. M. Hahn, ex- 
Gov. Foraker and Asa Busnnell. 

WMihe various district delegations have 
ust held their meetings to elect mem- 
ers of the néw State Central Committee, 

and which will have charge of this 

year’scampaign. Itis claimed by the Sher- 
man managers.that they have captured sev- 
enteen out of the twenty-one members. The 

Foraker element concedes its defeat without 

giving figures. The retiring State Committee 

has a Foraker majority of three.

His Friends in Strong Majority at 


The Convention Will Name Him Its 
Choice for President. 


MORRISON'S STRIKERS POWERLESS TO 
CHECK. THE TIDE. 


Talk of a Compromise Based on the 
Indiana Agreement—Strength of the 
Cleveland Sentiment-—Palmer’s Tele- 
gram to Cable—The Convention Organ- 
ized With Judge Williams as Tempo- 
rary Chairman—Chicago’s Hand. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 27.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention of Illinols was called 
together in the hall of the House of Repres- 
entatives at 2 0’clock this afternoon by Delos 
H. Phelps, Chairman of the State Central 
Committee. Congressmsn Williams of the 
Nineteenth District was made temporary 
Chairman the selection of the Central Com- 
mittee W, H. Mitchellof Stevenson County, 
Lawrence Stringer of Logan and Sam Mur- 
dock of Mason, Temporary Secretary and Jas, 
McHill of Cook, Sergeant-at- Arms. 

Judge Williams’ speech on assuming the 
temporary chairmanship was essentially a 
tariff speech, the Judge recommending that 
the tariff be made the sole or main issue of 
the coming campaign. This coming from as 
pronounced a free silver man as Congress- 
man Williamsis significant. He barely re- 
ferred tothe silver question In his address. 
He carefully avoided reference to the Pal- 
mer-Morrison controversy, and the only time 
he made mention of the name of any presi- 
dential candidate was when he spoke of 
Cleveland’s tariff message of 1888. 

He congratulated the convention on the 
flattering prospect of namingthe next Gov- 
ernor of Illinois as well as the other State 
officers to be elected during the coming fall, 
and, furthermore, on the privilege they were 
about to enjoy in the selection of delegates to 
the Democratic National Convention, which 
will have the great responsibility of noml- 
nating the next President and Vice-President 
of the United States. 

‘‘Our Committee on Resolutions.’’ he con- 
tinued,’’ willnot be left to speculate amid 
uncertainties as to what the people want. 
The people have spoken in language that 
needs no interpretation aftera fuil and im- 
passionate discussion of all its unjust pro- 
visions, the people in 1890 pronounced the 
verdict ‘guilty’ against the McKinley law 
Weare hereto record in our platform that 
verdict with allthe emphasis with which it 
was rendered. The patriotic work, tariff 
reform, so plainly and so bravely outlined in 
1888 by that living idol of Democracy, Grover 
Cleveland, is still unfinished and- will con- 
tinue so until every burden of unjust and un- 
ry taxation shall have been removed 

ers of our people,”” 

Congressinan Williams pictured the politi- 
cal horizon as dark with all kinds of danger- 
ous schemes, offered asa relief from the ex- 
cessive and unjust taxation, and predicted 
dire mishaptf people continued to resign to 
the Federal Government their personal 
rights and sovereignty. 

He considered the present silver law as un- 
sound and unwise, though believing in the 
principle of bimetalism., He favored a free 
coinage of both gold andsilver, and at such 
ratio as will insure the circulation of both 
metals at par with each other. 

‘*The present silver law demonetizes sil- 
ver,’’ he asserted, ‘‘by treating itasa mere 
commodity, the issuing a credit currency 
therefor, which, according to the 
policy of the administration, is 
redeemable in gold, without in 
any way increasing the volume of coinin 
which such notes are redeemable, thus creat- 
ing a system of inflation.’’ 

In conclusion, Mr. Williams said: ‘‘Let us 
have harmony and victory, bearing aloft the 
banner of the ek gerd banner of Dem- 
acracy and tariff reform—until we shall plant 
itupon the summit of victory herein the 
capitahof our State and capital of our coun- 
ery.”” 

Congressman Williams then proceeded to 
denounce the McKinley tariff as outrageously 
discriminating in favor of individuals and 
corporations who had contributed liberally 
tothe Republican campaign fund. He said 
that McKinley’s prediction thatthe increased 
rate of duty on woolen goods would prohibit 
the importation of woolen goods toa large 
extent, and reduce the revenue from that 
source. ‘‘If the Government is to support 
one class of citizens,’’ he continued, ‘‘why 
not support others, why not support all? 
And whenthe happy day arriues when the 
Government shall support all the people,who 
will support the Government? This protect- 
ive favoritism has gone far to destroy that 
self-reilance which onceso grandly existed 
among American peopie. They are ready to- 
day to surrender to the National Government 
theiz most treasured rights and liberties.’’ 

Committees on Credentials and Permanent 
Organization were appointed, as reported by 
the Congresssional delegations, and the con- 
vention then took a recess.

He 
told the convention that he wanted nothing, 
but he hoped that theconvention would in- 
dorse Maj. Wm. Warner of Kansas City for 
Governor. Before any organization was 
effected he was lord and master of 
the convention. He had everything to suit 
himself,and he never missed an opportunity 
to say something in the interest of har- 
mony. ‘‘De ole man’’ and his friends worked 
hard before the convention was opened, and 
then the noon recess was taken. The Filley- 
ites claimed to have everything their own 
way. 

THE SILKS FURIOUS. 

The Silks were furious at Boss Filley’s man- 
ner ofrunningthe convention. He opened 
the proceedings shortly after10 o’clock and 
occu pied most of the time until the noon re. 
cess was taken. He never suggested the 
propriety of electing a temporary 
chairman. During theinterim, Chairman A, 
J. Davis, W. V. Wolcott, M. R. Chartrand, 
Col. F. W. Schuarte, R. C, Kerens, (has.

Fort Smith has been 
the scene of many notable executions. The 
first execution that took place was that of 
John Childers, convicted of murdering J. W. 
Wedding of Kansas on VUaney Creek, in the 
northern part of the Cherokee Nation, Oet. 
14, 1870, by splitting his head with a hatchet 
while they were alone incamp. The object 
was robbery. Upward of 5,000 people wit- 
hessed this execution. 

Since then hangings have occurred in which 
as Many as nine men were swung off at a 
time. Allthese men were brought here from 
the Indian country, where they committed 
their crimes, and, although tried and exe. 
cuted here, Fort Smith or the State of Arkan. 
sas had no more to do with them than New 
York. There has been but one execution 
under the State laws in this county since the 
war, and that was a negro hung at Green- 
wood for the murder of his wife.

Willard Says That Wisdom Told Him 
All About the Murder.

A COMPLETE CONFESSION MADE TO 
CHIEFS HARRIGAN AND DESMOND. 


Wisdom and Willard Went to the Place to 
Rob Drexler, and Wisdom, Who En- 
tered the Sleeping Apartment Alone, 
Brained the Old Man as He Awoke— 
The Two Men Confronted— Wisdom De- 
nies Willard’s Story. 


John Willard, one oftbe three negroes ar- 
rested on suspicion of having killed E. A. 
Drexler, keeper of the cigar-store 818 Pine 
treet, last Sunday morning, made a 
confession to Chiefs Harrigan and 
Desmond this morning in which he fastens 
the crime on Charles Wisdom, the bootblack 
in the employ of Drexler. Willard refused to 
testify at the inquest yesterday, but this 
morning he sent word that he wished to 
make a statement. He wastaken into Chief 
Desmonda’s private office and Clerk Williams 
took the following confession in writing as it 


was uttered. 
THE CONFESSION. 

‘*‘My name is John Willard. I live at No, 
1121 North Twelfth street... The killing of 
Drexler took place at about 3 o’clock on Sun- 
* day morning, April 24, 1892. Charles Wisdom, 
acolored man, told me he did the Killing, 
._ He told me the same morning about 4 o’clock 
in the saloon, on Twelfth and Lucas avenue, 
that he knocked Drexler in the head. He 
said he went into Drexler’s room to rob 
him of his money and Drexler woke up, He 
knocked him on the head, and Drexler 
groaned. He hit him again, and then got the 
money. He gaveme $1.650f the money he 
had. OUOnthe morning of April 24, at about2 
o’clock Isaw Wisdom go down through the 
coal shute inthe sidewalk in front of a store 
on the south side of Pine street, betwben 
Eighth and Ninth streets. Wisdom told me 
the coal shute was in front of Drexler’s store. 

‘‘The next time Isaw Wisdom wasat the 
galoon on Lucas avenue and Twelfth street at 
about 4 0’clock in the morning, asI said be- 
fore. He said his woman gave him tnis 
money, that is the money I mean of which he 
gave me $1.65, which I spokeof just now. I 
said: ‘Charley. you lie. No sporting woman 
would give that much money to you.’ 
Wisdom then told me about the robbery. He 
said that on Saturday Drexler gave him $10 
to buy tobacco stamps, and that he saw a lot 
more money in the pocketbook. I under- 
stood when he said Drexler’s leather he 
meant Drexler’s leather pocketoook, 
and that he was going to get 
that cketbook. Wisdom said: ‘I believe 
that bloke will die. He woke up and I had 
- to knock the —— with a plece of iron.’ At 
first I thought that a boy like he was did not 
have the nerve to kill a man 
* and I would not believe him. 
‘ 1 think it was on ay ef night, before the 
killing, that Wisdom had a conversation with 
me in the saloon on Lucas avenue and Twelfth 
street, and said that-Drexler would go to the 
theater on Sunday night, and that 
he (Wisdom) intended to ‘zo 
through’ the store during Drexler’s 
absence. Wisdom, who worked =§ for 
Drexler, was-to work all day in the store as 
usual and then he was to make believe he was 
going home at night, instead of which he 
‘was TO hide himself inthe cellar and rob the 
place while Drexler was at the theater. 

‘*«On the Sunday morning, April 24, at about 
20’clock, we, Wisdom and I, left the saloon 
- on Lucas avenue and Twelfth street together. 
Mi isdom said be was going down to Drexler’s 
for something he wanted, something that 
was in the drawer ofthe cigar-case. iwWwent 
with bimto Ninthand Pine streets. I was 
standing at Ninth and Pine streets when 
Wisdom went down through the coal hole. 
WhenlI methim again hesaicd hewas not 
able to find the ‘leather,’ the pocketbook. 
Wisdom told me that hecould get through 
the coal hole tn the sidewalk. When hesaidhe 
was not able to find the pocketbook we were 
standing inthe saloon on Twelfth and Lucas 
avenue. It was 4o0’clock Sunday morning. 
I did not stay around the coal hole because I 
was atraid 1 would betaken for a ‘lookout.’ 
Wisdom told me he wanted the pocketbook 
because he needed about $300to start him in 
some kind of business. I make this state- 
ment of my own free will without any com- 
pulsion of any kind from anyone.’’ 

He signed his name John Willard in a trem- 
bling hand, and it was witnessed by Detec- 
tives Lawler, McGrath, scully, O’Connell 
and Williams. 

When Willard had attached his name to 
the above statement Charles Wisdom, the 
little yellow negro, was brought up 
from the holdover to the Chief’s office. 
When he met Willard he became very ner- 
vous. He seemed to anticipate what was 
coming. The statement made by Willard 
was then read to Wisdom, 

**It’s a lie,’’ said he. 

**Itisnot,’’ said Willard, ‘‘You know you 
told me you hit Drexler with the bar.’’ 
Wisdom continued to deny it and was taken 
to his cell. 

THE INQUEST. 

The inquest on Drexler’s body was begun 
by Coroner Irwin yesterday afternoon. The 
three negroes arrested on suspicion were re- 
questea to lay their hands onthe body. Hill 
and Willard did so readily, but Wisdom re- 


fused to even go near It. 
John Hill was the first witness. He reliter- 


ated the same story hitherto published. 

Lindell Smith of 1018 North Compton avenue 
testified that a week ortwoago while in Drex- 
ler’s place he had heard the proprietor curse 
a bootblack and threaten to break his head. 
He said that he heard the bootblack mutter: 
‘‘Ican stand it until Saturday night, and 
then I will get even.’’ Hecould not identify 
the negro, however. 

Dr. E. E. Grimm testified to his finding 
Drexler ina dying condition, and his futile 
efforts to make him speak. 

When Williard was called upon to testify he 
refused to utter a word. 

Charles Wisdom, against whom so much 
circumstantial evidence has been collected, 
was next asked to testify. At first he re- 
fused to talk and began to haranguethe jury 
on the prejudice ofthe white people against 
the black. He then began his testimony try- 
ing to prove an alibi. 

fle said that he wasin ‘‘Uncle Tom’s’’ res- 
taurant at 7 o’clock, Saturday, from there he 
wentto John Willard’s barber shop. He 
went to Ella Woods’ house and to Foy’s 

lace, where he stayed ti!lll o’clock, thence 

Race Horse Molliie’s at 1245 Morgan street. 
Willard and he then wenttothe saloon at 
the northeast corner of Twelfth street and 
Lucas avenue, where he playedcraps. Wil- 
lard then said he would go home, witness 
that he would stay there 

He went to an ontside room 

and fell asleep inachoir and did not awake 
until6o’clock. He then got breakfast and 
went to Drexler’s, arriving there at 6:55 
o’clock. He knocked at the door and getting 
no answer satduwn. Hill came along at 8:20 
o’clock and said: ‘‘I’ve been here and can’t 
getin.’’ Aman named Harvey came along 
and said that he guessed Drexler had com- 
mitted suicide. Witness then looked into the 
store and saw Drexler crawling on the floor. 
Some one came alon and broke in the 
door. Witness picked up some bloody 
slippers and might have gotten 
biood on his clothes in that way.

Paris, April 27.—When the jury in the case. 


of the ‘Anarchists, who are of trial in the 
Seine Assizes Court,returned at 3 o’clock this 
morning, and rendered a verdict of guilty 
with extenuating circumstances against 
Ravachol and Simon, these two persons did 
not in any way show that they expected any- 
thing different. After Judge Gues had sen- 
tenced them topenal servitude for life, they 
shouted: 

**Vive 
social !’’ 

The verdict occasioned much surprise, but 
itisthe general consensus of opinion that 
the ‘‘extenuating circumstances’’ part of 
the verditt was due entirely to the fear 
of the jurors that ifthe prisoners were con- 
demned to death they would fall victims to 
Anarchist vengeance. 

After the proceedings were ended and the 
condemned had been removed, the court- 
room andthe adjacent corridors in the Pal- 
ace of Justice were scenesof great anima- 
tion. Those who had attended the trial were 
joined by others and the case was discussed 
in loud tones by everybody. Some held that 
the jury had showna woeful lack of courage 
in ‘returning the verdict they did, while 
others held that the explosion in M. Very’s 
restaurant showed that the friendsofr the 
prisoners were fully capable of carrying into 
execution their threats to kill the jurymen if 
any of the prisoners were sent to the guillo- 
tine, and that the former were therefore 
justified In returning a verdict that would 
prevent themselves from becoming objects 
of revenge for the Anarchists. 

The Journal des Debats, commenting upon 
the result of the trial, says to-day that itis 
to be regretted that the jury failed to per- 
form thetfr dutyin the same noble manner 
that the officials performed theirs. | 

The public generally condemn the verdict. 
Noone doubts thatthe jury was terrorized, 
and the result igs regarded asa triumph for 
the dynamiters. . The fearless conduct of M. 
Beauair, the Public Prosecutor, is warmly 
commended. 

Justice, @ Radical organ, says that some 
foolish minds are already proposing absurd 
steps, some going sofar as to argue that the 
Government should declarea stateof siege. 
The proposals made by these persons, Justice 
declares, would prove sorry remedies; they 
would only aggravate theevil. The paper 
adds: ‘*Letus begin the correction of the 
evilby havinga police that knows its busi- 
ness.’’ 

The Radical says: ‘‘Itis essential to guard 
against panic, which ignorance and dis- 
honesty will produce under any regime in 
any country.’’ 

The Gaulois says is deplorable that Ravachol 
should have been allowed a whole day, 
thanks to the inaptitude of the prosecution, 
to transform the dock into a tribune from 
which to preach anarchy. . 

Members of the extreme Right and Left 
parties are almost gtad at the latest explo- 
sion because it discredits the Government, 
which is certainly extremely blamable for 
failing to provide means for Very and L’ Herot 
to leave Paris and settle elsewhere, instead 
of becoming objects of curiosity and danger- 
ous targets for Anarchist revenge. 

Two Anarchists, named La Pere and 
Francois, have been arrested in this city. 
Francois 1s suspected of being concerned in 
the explosion at the cafe of M. Very. 

The conciliatory tone of the Judge who pre- 
sided at the trial and his excessive indulgence 
of the Anarchists are severely condemned. 
Itis suggested that the jury took their cue 
from the Judge. The majority of the people 
in the corridors of the Palace of Justice were 
amazed when they heard ofthe verdict, and 
then many of them became indignant. As 
some of the jurymen passed the excited 
groups they were greeted with angry cries of 
**cowards.’’ The police to-day arrested 
twenty-five Anarchists at Roubaux, a large 
manulacturing town in the Department 
Dunard.

BRITISH TOPICS, 


CANADA BRINGING THE HOME GOVERNMENT TO 
TERMS. 


LONDON, April 27.—Com menting on the at- 
titude of Canada toward the home govern- 
ment the Zimes says: ‘‘We admit that if other 
colonies join Canada it would be advisable to 
well considerand to endeavor to meet her 
offer, even at thecost of some departure 
from the rigorous doctrines offree trade. 
We hail Canada’s action as a most encourag- 
ing sign of loyal good will. The immense 
difficulties to be faced, however, preclude 
the reopening of the question until we see 
more clearly what the colonies are willing to 
do, and how far they are agreed. Wecould 
not fora moment think of creating a differ- 
ential tariff for the benefit of the Canadians 
alone.’’ 

Five seamen belonging to the British ship 
Star of Russia, at Queenstown, from San 
Francisco, were brought beforea Queens- 
town magistrate to-day, Capt. Legre charg- 
ing them with refusing duty at sea. He had 
them placed in irons and put them ona bread 
and water diet. The case was adjourned. 

In the House of Commons to-day Sir Albert 
Kaye Rollit moved the second reading of his 
women’s suffrage bill. He declared that 
although much had been said derogatory 
to women exercising the franchise in Wyom- 
ing, where they had the right to vote, he had 
evidence showing that such exercise ofthe 
franchise was beneficial to that State. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


REVISING THE BELGIAN CONSTITUTION—BRIEF 
CABLEGRAMS, 


BRUSSELS, April 27.—The Chamber of Rep- 
resentatives yesterday discussed the propo- 
sition to revise the constitution. Premier 
Beernaert made a long speech in which he de- 
clared himself in favor of the English system 
of househo!der and lodger franchise, and de- 
nounced the revolutionary party, which, he 
said, demanded universal stiffrage as a 
means to realize its pernicious programme. 


MAKING VOTING COMPULSORY. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, April 27,—The bill to com- 
pel voters to exercise their franchises, intro- 
duced in the House of Commons by Col. 
Amyot, was considered yesterday by & special 
committee. After a long discussion two 
clauses of the bill were agreed to. First, to 
make every Man without a reasonable @xcuse 
vote, under penalty of $10 fine;and second, 
that proofofa reasonable excuse shall rest 
with the defendant.

Conditions Imposed Upon Workmen ina 
Long Island Stove Foundry. 


New York, April 27.—A remarkable state of 
affairs bas grown out of the strike of molders 
at the Simonds iron foundry at Long Island 
City. The trouble between the men and thelr 
employer culminated in a strike three 
monthsago. The workmen are still out and 
their places have been taken by non- 
union men, And here comes in 
the peculiar conditions which are said 


to obtain at the foundry. The 
men who have taken the place of the strik- 
ers are said to be held, practically, as prison- 
ers within the works, having in their eager- 
ness to obtain employment signed away their 
liberty to go andcome at pleasure. Detec- 
tives Fon a private agency guard the place 
night and day, preventing the strikers from 
entering the grounds, and at the same time 
doing picket duty to see that none of the men 
who have signed away their liberty escape. 
The new men have signed an irofclad con- 
tract agreeingto remain in the company’s 
employ forone month. Two paragraphs in 
the agreement are especially notable. They 
are: 

I agree to remain on the premises of said company 
and to remain within the inclosure of the said com- 

any’s yard during said one month, unless the super- 
fitendent of said company shall give me permission 
to leave the same. 

If I should leave said factory or the Mg Maybe of 
said company before the expiration of the said one 
month, or violate any of the terms of this agreement, 
I will forfeit whateyer may be due me up to the time 
of my leaving or the violation of such agreement, 
such forfeiture to be considered as liquidated dam- 
ages of such violation 
@it is claimed by Supt. Richards that 
the men sign voluntarily. It is evident 
that many of them did not realize what they 
were signing, as there was considerable dis- 
content manifested at the works on the occ@g- 
sjon of the reporter’s visit over the condition 
which made them practically slaves to the 
caprice of the managers. 

The men are comfortably housed and well 
fed, but they soon tire of their imprisonment, 
and several of them there scaled the high 
fence which incloses the work and fled.

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WYOMING'S WAR. 

People at a distance should be careful 
about coming to a hasty conclusion as to 
which are the honest, law-abiding men 
and which the robbers in the conflict be- 
tween the cattle barons and the small cat- 
tle owners and settlers in certain counties 
of Wyoming. It is not impossible that 
both the Governor of Wyoming and the 
President of the United States have ‘‘put 
their feet in it’’ in sending United States 
troops to rescue a gang of hired killers 
from the Sheriffand posse comitatus that 
had surrounded them. 

Why should Governor, President and 
United States troops interfere to protect an 
organized band of cut-throats, whose 
murderous mission is not denied, from the 
power of the county and from trial in local 
courts by ajury ofthe vicinage? Why is 
it assumed that the members of this organ- 
ized band of ‘‘Invaders’’ cannot get justice 
in the courts of the community they in- 
vaded with the proclaimed intention of 
massacring the population, and that they 
are entitled to safe conduct by United 
States troops to some distant section where 
no court will have jurisdiction of the 
charges against them, and where their 
poor accusers cannot follow them ?

The Recorder Defends His Clerks ‘ aiatiia® 
Charges of Mafiittism by Showing 
Who Had Them Appointed—The Elec- 
tion So Far Quiet—Claims of the Op 
posing Party Leaders. 


It isone of the hottest primary elections 
the Democrats of the city have ever engaged |’ 
in, and at 4 o’clock this afternoon the polit + 
ical guessers were all. at sea. Thé voting $0 
farinallof the wards has been very light 
and slow. The business men expect to get in 
their heavy vote between 4 and 6 0’clock by 
letting their employes go home early. This 
vote, of course, will. be. solidly against the 
Noonan-Dalton ticket. The Mayor’s heavy 
vote will not commence till 6 o’clock, 
when the workingmen start home 
from the factories and shops. His 
Honor has had most of the manipulators of 
the labor vote at work for him for two weeks, 
and they promise to deliver a bulky bale of 
goods. This the Mayor relies upon implicitly 
in all his estimates, »? 

Manager. W. H. Swift got around to the Dal- 
ton headquarters early this morning, coming 
down townan hourearlier than his wont. 
He went to his contractor’s office on Olive 
street first, and then, after opening his 
mail, walked over to the Richelieu and 
stayed there till noon. consulting with ward 
and precinct workers.

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PREPARATIONS UNDER WAY FOR THE 
COMING TRIAL. 


Rustlers on the Rampage at Buffalo—Some 
Additional Facts as tothe Oause of 
the Recent Conflict—“Mavericks’”’ and 
Their Origin—The Rule of the Barons 
in Johnson County. 


CHEYENXE, Wyo., April 27.—The Johnson 
County authorities have engaged J.G. David- 
son, the prosecuting attorney of Laramie 
County, toadsist in the prosecution of the 
stockmen who made the recent northern in- 
vasion. The defense have engaged Judge 
Brown of Laramie, W. R. Stolle 
and William Vandewater of Ohey- 
enne, A number of Johnson County 
cattle owners residing out of the State, 
reached here to-day to discuss the situation 
and decide upon some plan regarding their 
interests in Johnson County, many of them 
favoring driving their stock into Montana. 

The captured menare still in charge of 
Maj. Egbert at Fort Russell. Large numbers 
of their friends visit them duily, but a strict 
guard is kept on themand they are allowed no 
more liberties than other prisoners. NO de- 
ision has been reached as to when the pris- 
oners will be turned over to the civil author- 
ities. 

A responsible citizen of Buffalo writes urg- 
ing that martial law be declared in Johnson 
County. He says: -‘*‘The town is loaded with 
rustlers mounted and afoot, and indig- 
nities are offered to all suspected of being 
anti-thief. Women are taunted. Ata funeral 
a@Grand Army man was assaulted brutally 
because his son was in the invading party. 
To save the plant and building, publication 
of the Echo newspaper has been stopped. The 
two local doctors find themselves boycotted, 
and must leave. Rustlers have sent for 
another druggist and another hardware mer- 
chant. The ranches of Frank Oanton and 
Harris have been plundered. The piano at 
Harris’ house was shot to pieces. In fact the 
rustler is on the rampage and the end ofthe 
troubles brought about by the invasion is not 
yet in sight.’’ 

There has been a great deal of misleading 
matter printed about the origin of the range 
troubles in Wyoming, which has led to the 

resent war between the barons of the cattle 

usiness and the small ranchmen 

The original herds of cattle in W yoming 
were driven there from Texas, and,of course, 
the boys who assisted in driving them on the 
trail were i on their arrival to act as 
cowboys forthe Wyoming Owners. A Texas 
cowboy’s only religion is that grass, water 
and mavericks are the bounteous gifts of a 
Deneficent Providence, distributed lavishly 
Over the Western plains for the benefit of 
cow-punchers, who appropriate them as a 
prospector does a ledge of mineral by right of 
discovery. 

There are several ways to create a mav- 
erick. (A maverick is anorphancalf or a 
calf not following any particular cow.) In 
the first place the mother dles and the calf 
manages to live as best it can; then again in 
the round-up a cow and calf may be missed 
by the boys in the circle and not brought 
into the round-up, and, therefore, not 
branded, so that in the fallthe calf has left 
its mother and is a maverick. 

That was the state of affairs in Wyoming in 
1884, when the Stock Association was formed 
and the first maverick law passed. Under 
the oy. ovisions of that law, all mavericks 
found on the round-up were sold by the fore- 
man ofeach round-up district to the high- 
est bidder and the proceeds of the sale went 
intoa fund of the Stock Association to pay 
for the stock detectives, etc. But it was fur- 
ther provided thatthe person bidding must 
have $500 on deposit in some Wyoming bank 
and a certificate to that effect. Under this 

rovision the small ranchmen witha few 

ead of cattle could not bid, and it was con- 
Sidered by them a high- handed arrangement 
of the big stockmen. Another provision 
made it a penitentiary. offense to brand a 
maverick unless done by the regular foreman 
of the round-up. 

About this time the stock association made 
a list ofall boys owning a brand and small 
herds and black-balled them, giving their 
foreman instructions not to give them em- 
ployment, hoping in this way to starve them 
out and discourage others from going into 
the business, Decause every boy who took up 
aranch fenced it in, and by so doing con- 
trolled the water and naturally deprived the 
owners of the large herds of a good portion of 
their range. 

But instead of running the small ranchman 
out of the country itturned what otherwise 
would have been an honest, industrious 
ranchman intoa ‘‘rustler’’ for self-protec 
tion. All his life had been spent in the sad- 
die; he knew nothing else, and, as he could 
not. get employment on the range, he did the 
next best thing, he took a jack outfit and 
went out over the country branding mave- 
ricks. Forthis he was arrested and tried, 
but never convicted, and then went up the 
hue and cry that it was impossible to get 
justice or convict a rustler, that the evi- 
dence was prima facia and in ‘some cases the 
defendant even went sofar as to admit on 
the stand that he had branded a maverick. 

But when these repaerts were sent out it 
was not explained thatin the trial of each 
case it was proven beyond a doubt thata 
maverick is an.orphan calf; thatit belonged 
to no one, was not claimed "py ~~! one, — 
therefore, a case could not be made out. Be- 
cause to convict a man of stealing an article 
you must first prove that the article belonged 
tosome one else. This naturally made the 
rustlers bold, and there have been cases 
where they went so far as to kill the cow in 
order to make a maverick of the calf, but 
such cases were rare. 

The whole system wasa mistake, and they 
are just beginning torealizeit. The idea of 
several men organizing and investing twoor 
three hundred thousand dollars in cattie, then 
turning them loose out onthe open range to 
roam at willovera section of country often 
100 and 200 miles in extent, and calling ita 
legitimate business, is absurd. 

ohnson County is one of the most fertile in 
the State. Numerous streams come down 
from the mountains, and during the past few 
years these streams ‘have all been located by 
Small ranchmen, who ve small herds.

good grazing lands, but the fencing of the 
streams by the small ranchmen has ruined 
the county for large herds and the Dig stock- 
men have done all in their power to drive out 
these small ranchmen. Most of them are 
honest, industrious men, while a few are 
rustlers and thieves pure and simple. 

In November last two of these small 
ranchmen, ‘‘Ranger’’ Jones and John Tis- 
dale, were shot down from ambush while 
driving from Buffalo to their home. It was 
never proved who the murderers were, but it 
is presumed that they were hired by the big 
stockmen. About this time the small ranch- 
men, who shipped their beef to the Omaha 
and Chicago markets,found that the proceeds 
of sale had been turned over to the agents of 
the Stock Association, and were held by them 
Onthe ground that ‘the cattle were stolen 
and, inorder to get this money, the small 
ranchmen were compelled to prove owner- 
ship. Billsofsale from any one savea large 
stockman was not considered good, and the 
only result wasa lawsuit. The small ranch- 
man, who had sold but $300 or $400 worth of 
beef, felt thatto go to Cheyenne and fight 
the Stock Association in the Courts there was 
folly, and yet this money he wanted to use to 
buy bis winter’s supply of provisions. This 
is why he grew desperate. 

it is claimed that there was over $25,000 of 
such money held out of Johnson County 
alone. The spirit of revenge took possession 
of the small ranchmen of that county and 
they decided to organize and make a round- 
up of their own and to begin earlier than the 
regular roundup, and itt is claimed that each 
man swore to appropriate to his own use a 
number of cattle owned by the members of 
the Stock Association equal to those taken 
from them in Chicago. 

This coming to the knowledge of the Stock 
Association they decided on the course they 
are now pursuing, of going in there with an 
armed force and exterminating the inhabit- 
ants of Johnson County. 

Sheriff Angus of that county isa man who 
isin sympathy, not with the rustlers, but 
with the smallranchmen. He is a man of 
great nerve, and when hecalled on the citl- 
zens to aseist him in Te the armed 
force that without authority of law invaded 
his county he quickly gathered about him 200 
or 300 cowboys who were familiar with the 
country and at home in the saddle, 

While the great majority of these small 
ranchmen are honest, industrious fellows, 
they are desperately dariny, with but few 
cowards. These so-called ‘‘rustlers’’ are not 
outlaws, anditis doubtful if a half dozen 
could be indicted.

A special request is extended to the 
reverend gentiemen of the city, professors, 
etc., tobe present, ‘‘as the nature of our 
organization is of vital importance. 

The cali originated with certain thoughtful 
men living in that neighborhood. They have 
been moved by tho improvidence of the great 
mass of their people—which characteristic is 
seen in its very worst light in 
that vice- “abounding section. The opject of 
this three days’ convention is to organize 
some sort of anindustrial movement that 
will conduce to bettering the socialand ma- 
terial condition of the colored people of St. 
Louis. With, perhaps, no very well de- 
fined idea of what they may be 
able to accomplish, they feel that 
the time is ripe Or & CO: operative effort of 
some kind, by which improvidence may be 
checked and thrifty habits induced. 

The scheme, as outlined by Mr. C. W. 
Thompson, chairman of the provisional or- 
ganization, is to form a company 
and collect funds in moderate 
weekly or monthly installments, 
and invest the same in some new business.or 
in the purchase of some established business 
that can be bought advantageously. In the 
talk with Mr. Thompson, the failure of the 
Bridgewater Seminary at Kirkwood was 
mentioned regretfully, but Mr. Thompson 
said that he hoped that.the proposed move- 
ment might eventually lead to an institution 
of that kind, among its other objects. His 
scheme contemplated getting the colored

The,New Letter Box System to Be Tried in 
Cabanne Place. 


<Pqstmaster Harlow expects soon to witness 
, the complete installation of the letter box 
and delivery system in the Cabanne place 
region. Some forty boxes are now in place, 
and the scheme will embrace 143 boxes 
in all.

ASSAULTED FROM AMBUSH’ WHILE ON A 
PROFESSIONAL VISIT... 


A Wealthy Vermont Farmer Kidnappea— 
Deeming’s Attorney Asks for Another 
Postponement — Bunco King O’Brien 
Captured—Rich Haul by Thieves—At- 
tempted Assassination. 


MILuncronr, M4., April 27.—As an outcome 
of the murder of Dr. James H. Hill of this 
place, Fletcher Williams, Fletcher Oornegies 
and Phillip Maneger, all colored, have been 
lodged in jail here on suspicion of being con- 
cerned in the murder. 

Mr. Marion Dek Smith, State Comptroller 
of the Treasury, says that the murder of 
Dr. Hillis probably the outcome of a dis- 
turbance at Millington on last Christmas eve, 
in which a colored man namea Camp- 
bell lost his life. Millington is a local option 
town. and it is supposed the whisky was 
sold on this night in a certain store there 
where a number of white men were playing 
cards. A colored man entered the place, but 
was put out. In leaving he said he would 
return with a number of friends and ‘‘clean 
the place up.’’ He did return with others, but 
the inmates had been notified of their inten- 
tion, and as the door was broken open by the 
negroes their only Nght was instantly extin- 
guished, and a free fight occurred, Guring 
which Campbell was killed. 

Dr. Hill was called to examine the wounds 
of the dead man and in his evidence said 
they did not appear to be of such a character 
as to have caused the man’s death. The 
coroner’s jury dismissed the case, The 
colored people were very much incensed and 
swore vengeance on the whites. 

On Saturday night Dr. Hill wascalled to 
visita patient. In the morning he was found 
lying In his wagon fatally wounded at the 
door of the stable, to which the horse had re- 
turned. He died without regaining con- 
sciousness. Mr. Smith says the feeling is 
very bitter among the people of the neighbor- 
hood and thathe fears there will be more 
trouble of a serious nature. 

All the evidence goes to show that Dr. Hill 
was driving along the road ashort distance 
from Millington when the assassins came up 
behind him. One struck him a terrific blow 
with some sortof a heavy club, the horse 
was stopped anda deep gash was cut in the 
doctor’s throat. The throat wound was evl- 
dently made by a long knife, as it extends 
clear into the root of the tongue. Both 
wounds were mortal in their character, and 
either would have produced death. The 
body was then pressed face down into the 
bottom of the cart, the head under the shaft 
and one foot doubled up under the body, the 
other foot extending over the shaft. The 
horse evidently was then turned loose and 
wandered around for some time, bringing up 
athome. The discovery was made by Mrs. 
Hill. Lynching is threatenedif the persons 
guilty of the murder should be discovered. 

The funeral of Dr. Hill took place yester- 
day. Crowds of people were present from 
all parts of this and adjacent counties. Busi- 
ness was suspended in town,

JAMES’ MILK BILL. 


Claimed to Be a St. Louis Dairymen’s 
Asscciation Measure. 


CITY INSPECTOR SULLIVAN AT WORK 
ON ANOTHER ORDINANCE, 


He Is Not Satisfied With the Bill Before 
the Council—All Tall Buildings Must 
Have Fire Escapes—What the* North 
End Improvement Association Wants 
—Oity Hall News. 


Councilman James last evening introduced 
a billto replace the Steber milk bill, which 
failed of passage at the last session of the 
Assembly. The measure, it is reported, was 
prepared by Senator Wm. Stone, the 
attorney for the Dairymen’s As- 
sociation. The prospects for another 
milk fight are very promising, ; as 
Milk Inspector Sullivan is preparing a Dill 
which embodies his ideas of the regulation of 
the milk traffic. 

The measure introduced last night contains 
a great many features of the Weber bill and 
a number of the amendments that the city 
dairymen tacked onto the Dill while 
under consideration by the Sanitary 
Commmittee of the House of 
Delegates. Those who remember 
the bitter fight that was made before the 
committee between Mr. Cabanne, represent- 
ing the country shippers, and Senator Stone, 
representing the city dairymen, Over the 
standard for legal solids will be surprised to 
find that the city dairymen havecome down 
to Mr. Cabanne’s figures. The city dairymen 
fought for 13 per cent of solids 
and said they could maintain 
itthe year around. In the present bill the 
legal standard established is 87.5 per cent 
watery fluids, 12.5 per cent total solid and 3 

er cent butter fat. During the months of 
lay and June 12 percent total solids will be 
permissible. The licensing and dairy in- 
spection features ofthe State’s bill are re- 
tained, but nothing whatever is said about 
the food for cows. 

For both these reasons the Milk Inspector 
is not satisied with the measure and will 
continue drafting a measure that he thinks 
will completely cover the situation, when he 
will have ttinvestigated by the City Coun- 
selor,g and with his anproval have it intro- 
duced, and fight for its passage. 


Lindsay Confirmed. 


Last night’s Council meeting was noisy and 
demonstrative. The lobby was packed with 
friends of Fire Chief John Lindsay, who 
greeted his appointment and confirmation 


with loud cheers. The formality of laying 
the confirmation over for a week was 
waived. Mr, Lindsay’s name was re- 
ported back by the committee after a few 
moments’ consideration and confirmed 
unanimously. The fight for Lindsay’s reten- 
tion at the head of the department has been 
a long and bitter one, and especially remark- 
able for the steadfastness of the Chief’s 
friends. When it became known that the 
Mayor was firmly against the reappointment 
of the Chief, Ed Devoy, Counciiman John 
Sloan and others organized-the combine, and 
have since been most vigilantin watching the 
Chief’s interests. Several times, had they not 
been constantly on thealert, the Mayorand 
his supporters in the Council would have 
overthrown the plans which had been per- 
fected after somuch work and worry. But 
they were never caught napping, and asa 
consequence, Mayor Noonan, finding it im- 
possibile to get any man into Lindsay’s place, 
concluded that he mightas well have some 
credit of Lindsay’s holding it. In these days 
of political treachery the unswerving devo- 
tion shown by the Fire Chief’s friends is so 
unusual that it is receiving general praise. 


North End Improvements. 


The North End Improvement Association, 
which meets every fortnight intheir hall on 
Twentieth and Ferry streets, have mapped 
out an extensive system of improvements in 
the district around St. Louis avenue, Dodier 


and University streets, andthe cross streets 
from Twentieth street to Grand avenue. 
A committee consisting of Messrs. Stelle, 
Gundlach and Schultz cailed on Street Com- 
missioner Murphy this morning to ask his 
assistance in carrying out contemplated im- 
provements. The Commissioner advised 
them as to the form of petitions to present to 
the Board of Public Improvements, and 
promised them to do allin his power to have 
their interests furthered by the board. 

There will be no grading done in the district, 
but the streets will be improved with Telford 
paving. Thecommittee also asked to have 
st. €Louls favenue .widened tog 80 feetg from 
Fourteenth street toGrand avenue, Beyond 
Grand avenue the street is already of that 
width and itis contemplated to have them 
paved the entire length with asphalt. The 
costs of the imvrovements asked for by the 
association will approximate $50,000. As 
they will be undertaken by petitionthey will 
have to be borne by the property owners. 


Must Have Fire Escapes, 
Building Inspector Reid is after the prop- 
erty owners who fail to supply their tall 
buildings with the proper fire escapes and 
exits. The ordinance provides that all 


buildings used for factories,theaters,schools, 
etc., which are over 40 feet in height, 
shall be provided with iron fire 
escapes and combined stand-pipes and 
ladders. The Commissioner says that any 
number of places in the city are not comply- 
ing with the ordinance, He intends making 
a test and has had the city counselor file suit 
against John M. Vincent, the owner of the 
seven-story brick building at 1711 and 17138 
Olive street, Although notified, the owner 
has refused to putup the ladders and bal- 
conies required.

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OBLITERATED LANDMARK 


WONDERFUL CHANGES THAT HAVE BEEN 
MADE BY BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS. 


Jungles and Graveyards Cleared Away 
for New Houses Between Park, Lafay- 
ette, Jefferson and Todd Avenues— 
Room There for But 278 More Houses. 


Probably in no section of the city has there 
been a more radical change within a brief 
space of time than has taken place in the dls- 
trict bounded by Park avenue on the north, 
Lafayette on the south, Jefferson onthe east 
and Todd avenue on the west, Persons who 
see it now well built up with*substantial brick 
dwellings, store buildings and public institu- 
tions would be slow to believe that this was, 
only four years ago, the most unsightly and 
uninviting prospect to be found for improve- 
ment anywhere in St. Louis. At 
that time there was not a_ street 
opened through it, Lafayette and Jefferson 
avenues were paorly macadamized, and 
Park avenue, up to within only a few months 
past, was nothing better than the most mis- 
erable country road at any season of the 
year. Between the northern and southern 
boundaries of the district nearly the whole 
area presented a rugged appearance, broken 
with hills and gulljes and stagnant ponds of 
water, the genera] surface ranging from 15 
feet above to 15 feet below grade, and then 
there were great gaping stone quarries that 
went 50 feet or more below the present street 
levels. Its general appearance was not im- 
proved, either, by a stunted growth of un- 
derbrush, a few old apple trees, or a 
scraggely oak h@gre and there, and a 


grave yard, the old St. Vincent Cemetery, 
added its solemnity to the otherwise desolate 
scene. This city Ofthe dead, obliterated to 
make room for the abodes of the living, occu- 
pied what used to bea high hill at the south- 
west corner of Jeffersonand Park avenues, 
a site which has been leveled down and is 
now improved with modern buildings that 
have cost all of a million dollars to construct. 
Before the change In this territory was com- 
menced horse carg ran west over Lafayette 
avenue, and like relicsof the by-gone-old- 
fogy daysof thiscity are yet tolerated on 
Jefferson avenue, there being only three 
other examples ofthat kind, the Northern 
Central, Cass venue and the _ § Six- 
teenth street nes, to remind the 
progressive St. Louisan of the slow going 
days of the past, and on these roads too 
electricity will soon supersede the mule. 3 

A recent canvass of this district shows that 
it now comprises eighteen city blocks, most 
of them being of extra size, about twice the 
dimensions of the ordinary city block. Inthe 
territory there isa building frontage 19,538 
feeton its east and west streets. Of this 
frontage 11,111 feet, or over 56 per cent of the 
entire Duilding space, is occupied by 
houses, the cost of which will average over 
$5,000 each, leaving public buildings out of the 
calculation. As the improvenents noted 
occupy an average of about 40 feet each, and 
there being only 11,117 feet left vacant, 
there is room left for only 278 more houses, 
and these places, if built up, would furnish 
nemee for only 1,399 more people in that ter- 
ritory.

frontage of over ee =e a haif miles, con-

vacancy is in the very low boggy ground ex- 
tending from Ohio to California avenues, 
from Henrietta north to Park, all of which 
three blocks, each over 500 feet long, will 
havé to be filled several feet before they can 
be bullt upon. On other. blocks where the 
street has been filled ten feet or more founda- 
for hew houses have been 
in these holes and 
count it was ascertained 
that there are thirty-four new houses ,in 
course of construction within the general 
metes and bounds defined. .What is yet more 
remarkable is the fact that out of all the 
houses that have been finished ‘‘For Rent’’ 
signs were displayed on only six of them. It 
is significant alsothat west of Ohio avenue 
there are only three blocks of made streets 
within the area stated, and twoof these im- 
proved blocks are on Henrietta, the other on 
Kkads avenue. The people who have built 
went ontothe: streets in the mud, but they 
keep on improving there for the reason 
that they can no location 
so well suited to them at 
the price. Before the district was cut and 
filled to its present lines it was provided with 
sewers and water mains, and at the rate it is 
building up now there will not bea vacant 
lot on it one year hence. With such a re- 
markable development as this constantly go- 
ing on in the few half vacant blocks east of 
Grand avenue, from one end of the city to 
the other, it is not at all surprising that there 
is such a lively demand for the much more 
pleasant localities that may be had at com- 
paratively low prices beyond Grand avenue.

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TALE OF TWO CONTINETS. 


How a New York Clockmaker Eecomes 
a Belgian Nobleman. 

New York, April 27.—Mrs. Henry Loriot, 
who lives in humble lodgings at Morris’ Dock, 
in this city, is anxiously awaiting the arrival 
of the ship from Brussels which brings back 
to New York her husband, now Count 
Damascus of Belgium. It is a romantic 
story. Henry Loriot, since the days 
of the American civil war, has 
been a clockmaker in New 


York, Last summer, while Loriot was at work 
in his little shop, surrounded by his men, the 
letter-carrier in his regular rounds brought 
to him a somewhat bulky envelope, which 
bore the post-mark of ‘‘Newark, N. J.’’ The 
packet was from a Catholic priest in Newark, 
and informed Loriot that the writer had been 
inquiring and searching for the clockmaker. 
The priest further Mee in his communi- 
cation that the finding of Loriot had been 
trust placed upon him by a brother priest in 
Paris, whom the clockmaker would 
upon rusal of the contents o 
the packet, readily recall and identify. 
After perusing its contents Loriot made 
known that the packet he had just received 
was one containing the information and 
proof documentary that he was a 
nobleman and it only required a trip to Brus- 
sels, in Belgium, for him to become the re- 
cipient of his title of- Count and the rightful 
possessor of estates valued far up inthe 
thousands. The packet, Loriot stated, Uy 
originally been sent from Paris by the Rey. 
Father Robert,an old Oapucian friar, who had 
known the elder Loriot of Brussels. The clock- 
maker hurried home to his wife, to whom he 
had never revealed his early history, 
and now for the first time, since news 
bad reached him from the home of his chila- 
hood, he decided to explain all to Mrs. 
Loriot. According to the clockmaker’s ac- 
countof his antecedents, about thirty-six 

ears ago he lived with his father at the 
amily castle outside of Brussels in Belgium. 
He was the only son. The father about this 
period became enamored of and marrieda 
widow, who-had figured in one of the most 
sensational poisoning cases of the time in all 
Europe. The woman had been accused of 
killing her family of four children by nicotine 
poisoning. Justas her trial appeared con- 
clusive against her, the husband came for- 
ward in open court and declared that the 
mother of the children poisoned was not 
guilty, but he himself was the culprit and 
had administered the deadly nicotine and 
was ready to undergo the penalty. 

The woman’s beauty and complacence 
under the circumstances were not the least 
disturbed by emotion or excitement, and she 
cuolly stepped aside when requested to leave 
the felon’s chair, so that her husband might 
have his self-conviction accepted and ac- 
knowledged. The man soon after was guil- 
lotined; but his last words: ‘‘I sacrifice my 
life to protect the honor of the mother of my 
children,’’ werl considerea also as a dying 
man’s declaration of innocence that more 
than solved the true reason of his self-sacri- 
fice at the hands of the executioner. Within 
a year after this remarkable occurrence the 
eider Loriot, who was then a widower, mar- 
ried the woman who had at one time been 
accused of murdering all her children. 
This act so worked on the mind of young 
Loriot to the effect that some day he might 
also meeta sudden death by nicotine, that 
+e, ea one morning, with enough money 
- 4 clothes to carry him through, fled to 

aris. 

Here Loriot met old Friar Father Robert, 
and told of his intended flightto America. 
The good father promised to keep communi- 
cation with the boy, who was then only about 
18 years of age, and they parted. Loriot ar- 
rived safe in thiscity, and being somewhat 
versed in mechanical work, model or delicate 
intricate wheel movements, secured ready 
employment. But soon after his arrival here 
the war between the North and South broke 
out, and the Belgian went tothe front for the 
Union cause in the Eighth Regiment, Maine 
Volunteers. He was through a number of 
battles, but on the Peninsula before Virginia 
was wounded in the leg while fighting under 
Gens. McClellan, Grantand Halieck. 

After Loriot had tully revealed to bis wife 
all of his long-conceaied, early career, as 
recited, he decided with Lh -r that he should 
pay a visit to Belgium; anu after proving his 
identity, present the packet and lay claim to 
all that was lawfully coming to him. 

Acting upon this agreement Loriot went to 
Paris first and then met old Friar Robert, who 
had been the means of having the packet 
reach its sate delivery. The old priest gladly 
received his long-absent friend and made 
known to Loriot that since his filght from 
Brussels, after the second marriage of his 
father, the elder Loriot had died and conse- 
quently he—the younger Loriot—was the only 
heir, outside of a sister, to a fine estate ahd 
also the title of Count de Damascus. 

Loriot has written that he will arrive in 
New York this week and prepare to take his 
wife to Belgium and install her in his old 
home as the Countess de Damascus.

PRESIDENT HARRISON AND HIS CABINET 
ATTEND THE CEREMONY, 


Thousands Throng to Riverside Park to 
Do Honor to the Illustrious Dead— 
Impressive Ceremonies at the Tomb— 
Qhauncey M. Depew Delivers an Elo- 
quent and Touching Address— 
Arrangements and Decorations, 


New Yorxk, April 27.—The corner stone of 
the nation’s monument to Gen. U, S. Grant 
at Riverside Park was laid to-day with be- 
coming ceremonies. The weather was all 
that could be desired, a cloudless sky, bright 
sunshine, tempered by a moderate breeze 
blowing over the Hudson River. Long be- 
fore the time fixed for the dedication cere 
monies the immense grand stand erected in 
close proximity to where the monument will 
stand and partly surrounding the corner 
stone, begaa to fill with those privileged per- 
sons who had been invited and had tickets, 
and by noon it was computed that there were 
fully 8,000 or 9,000 persons on thestand, The 
number of ladies Was remarked, and their 
bright and showy spring costumes 
brightened the already brilliant spectacle 
This crowded stand, with the vet- 
erans of the @G@. A. R., in number 
about 3,000, formedin line around and about 
the resting place of their dead hero, with 
the charming scenery along the Hudson 
River and the Palisades in the distance 
forming a picture which has seldom, if ever, 
been surpassed, if equalled, Shortly after 
noon the presidential party, escorted by 
Troop A of the National Guard of the State of 
New York, left the Fifth Avenue Hotel and 
proceeded by way of Broadwayto Eighth 
avenue to One Hundred and Tenth street, to 
Riverside Park. In the carriages were 
President Harrison, Mrs, Grant and mem- 
bers ofherfamily. Secretary Foster, Sec- 
retary Rusk, Secretary Elkins, Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker, Secretary Halford and 
inany other distinguished guests. As the 
presidential party approached the tomb the 
United States Band played ‘‘Hail to the 
Chief,’’ while heads were uncovered, hand- 
kerchiefs waved and the immense throng 
shouted their huzzas. Asthe carriage drew 
upinfrontof thetombthe President stood 
hat in hand and bowed on all sidesin answer 
tothe magnificent greeting accorded him. 
After a few moments’ quiet the Rev.Dr. John 
Hall offered up a prayer which was listened 
to by allin deferential silence. The Presi- 
dentof the Grand Monumental Association, 
Gen. Horace Porter, then delivered an ad- 
dress detallingin briefthe doings of the as- 
sociation and their status since the inception 
of the project. 

THE CORNER STONE, 

The event of the day wus the next on the 
programme, namely, the laying of thecor: 
ner stone by President Harrison, President 
Harrison cemented the stone with a gold 

_ trowel presented to him by Mr. Brady, the 
superintendent of Buildings. 

The corner stone is a massive hlock of 
Maine granite, sosmooth and white that ata 
short distance it cannot be told from marble. 
It is six feet square and weighs justa little 
less than twelve tons, A cavity had been 
hollowed inthe under side, and in this was 
placed a box containing the Declaration of 
Independence, the articles of confederation, 
a Bible, the personal memoirs of Gen. Grant, 
copies of several pamphlets and patriotic ad- 
dresses, anew American flag and many coins 
and medals commemorating events in the 
life ofthe Republic and in that of Grant. 

After putting wine mortar round the stone 
witha gold trowel, that Supt. Brady had 
made for the occasion, the stone was lowered 
into position. 

President Harrison then bDbriefiv addressed 
the assemblage, after which the band played 
a selection of national airs. 

Chauncey M. Depew, who for some time 
had been looking as if he were preparing to 
rise, stood up, giving the audience the signal 
for another tremendous outburst of cheering.

naccord with his mind. But he appreciated 
that his countrymen had a claim upon his 

emory and the lessons of his life and fame. 

e knew that where he was buried there they 
would bulld a shrine for the study and in- 
spiration of coming generations. 

He selected New York because it was the 
metropolis of the continent and the capital 
of the country, but he made one condition, 
No spot must be chosen which did not permit 
his wife tobe by his side at the resurrection, 
She had been the love of his youth, the com- 
penion and confidant of his maturer years, 
she had made the humble cottage at Galena, 
the camp, the White House, and the stately 
city residence, all equally his home. He 
would have no monument, however grand, 
which separated him from her during the 
unnumbered years of the hereafter. At 
Arlington, he would have lain among the 
solaiers who had followed ana revered their 
great commander, but at Riverside he will 
await the last triumph with the partner of 
his life and the mother of his children. 

A Westminster Abbey ora Pantheon is im- 

ossible withus. They are the indices of 

entralized power, and that is contrary to 
the spirit of our institutions. Paris has been 
France for centuries, and her thought and 
action have controlled the country. ‘Lhe 
pation has drifted helplessly in the turbulent 
current of the passions or purposes ofthe 
Capital.

Von Moltke is almost alone Ammons 
eminent soldiers in having exhibited in yout 
the promise so gloriously fulfilled in his 
prime. Cesar was a dissipated dandy, Wel- 
ington was a dull boy. The only record 
of Napoleon at 8st. Oyr beyond the 
average was a he was (“‘*vyery 
healthy,’’ Grant preferred farming to tne 
army, andentered West Point with reluc- 
tance. Standing near the middle of his 
class, he neither secured the attention of 
those above, nor aroused the envy of the Ca- 
dets below him in scholarship. Neither in- 
structors nor fellow-students saw in the ser- 
gennt. reduced to the ranks, the germs of the 

rst strategist of his time. As mighty con- 
vulsions of nature break channels, and bring 
sources of supply to subterranean streams 
converted by the earthquake into great riv- 
ers, so the reserve powers and latent forces 
of some men are brought into action only b 
the ravest responsibilities, an 
srandest crises, Seward, Chase and Sum- 
ner were the leaders of the dominant 
opinion of their period. They peeeneed life- 
long experience in public affairs, and had 
won and deserved universal fame. Seward 
was a great Senator and a greater foreign 
minister. He has had few egpale as a diplo- 
matist since Talleyrand. hase poseeserd 
rare judgment, and a creative intelligence of 
the highest order.

¥ calm retrospect of the present clearly 
sees that either of them would have proved a 
tragical failure in the fearful perils and terrt- 
ble ordeals so marvelously controlled by the 
unknown Lincoln. 

The Civil War demonstrated that our coun- 
try was singularly rich in excellent brigade, 
division and corps commanders. It devel- 
oped three or four officers capable of initiat- 
ing and conducting military operations with 
immense forces and on a large fleld, but only 
one General. The more graphic and bloody 
pictures of the war were the hapless fields, 
where the veteran victors of many a fight, 
when in command of 25,000 men, rode with 
reckless courage and dazed minds amidst the 
contusion arising from their § inability 
to handle 50,000, The thinking 
bayonets of citizen soldiers and 
the invineible courage characteris- 
tic of Americans gave the Government the 
best armies which ever marched or fought. 
They were often under incompetent leaders, 
but never demoralized or discouraged. 
Though decimated by disease,and their ranks 
thinned by useless slaughter, they never 
murmured or despaired. They had enlisted 
to save the Union, and when at last they had 
a Commander capable of directing their ener- 
gies and planning their movements, a Gen- 
eral whose comprehensive mind grasped the 
situation over the whole country, and whose 
clear judgment discerned the weak points of 
the enemy. and the places where his own 
strength should be concentrated, they, at 
fearful sacrifice, but with unfailing faith, 
did save the Union, 

No man can be truly great, unless he ts 
also magnanimous, Grant was the most 
self-sacrificing of friends andthe most gener- 
ous of foes. The underlying forces which 
stirred his feelings and prompted his actions 


patriotism. The triumphant march from 
Atlanta to the sea had aroused the enthus!- 
asm and captured the imagination of the 
people who had been eg epee | with 
sullen anger the losses inthe Wilderness and 
the bloody but ineffectual Dattle about 
Richmond. They demanded that Sher- 
man be placed in supreme command, Sher- 
man, with that beautiful loyalty which he 
alway showed tohis chief loudly protested 
and refused, but Grant calmly wrote: ‘‘No 
one would be more pleased at your advance- 
mentthanl. I would makethe same exer- 
tions to support you that you have doneto 
support me, and 1 would doall inmy power 
to make our cause win.@ In the 
rapid reversals common to revolu- 
tions, after a few weeks Richmond had 
fallen and Grant was the popular 
hero, the terms offered to Gen, Joe Johnston 
by Sherman had been contemptuously coun- 
termanded by the Secretary of War, and 
Grant had been sent to relieve Sherman, and 
receive the submission of the last Confederate 
army. jut Grant remained outside the 
camp, his visit Known only toa few, while 
Sherman submitted the modified terms from 
Washington to Johnston, and received his 
sword. Not until years afterward did he, 
Gen. Sherman, know that he had been super- 
seded, 

in selecting commanders for armies or ex- 
peditions he seldom made an error of judg- 
ment. ToSherman and Sheridan he gave un- 
stinted praise. Both in publicand private he 
declared them to bethe greatest Generals of 
modern times, He was soentirely free from 
envy or jealousy, so enthusiastic in hisad- 
miration of these lieutenants, that he 
awarded to them the larger share of credit 
for the ultimate triumph of the Union cause, 
But these same qualities, so creditable to his 
ingenuous and generous nature, be- 
came the chief sources of his mis- 
takes and _ troubles, when he wag 
treading with untrained steps amid 
the quicksands of political and business life. 
Though he commanded fortes more numer- 
ous, and manceuvred them over a territory 
more extensive than any general in wars 
among civilized nations, though his cam- 
paign resulted in the capture of all the armies 
opposed to him and the submission of all the 
hostile States and people, yet some foreign 
military writers of eminence have assigned 
the hig er rank among great captains to Lee, 
But their judgment is Diased, as wjth 
Wolsely, by service on his staff or by enmity 
to the great Republic. 

It is the fate of the defeated side in ciyil 
wars that one leader represents. the lost 
cause, and all others are buried in oblivion. 
The world reckons little, and remembers 
less, those who represent dead issues or dis- 
astrous revolts. Thecivil side of the Con- 
federacy will filla small place in history, but 
the record of its military achievements will 
cover many pages. Its representative will 
be, not Jefferson Dayis, but Gen. Lee. No 
indefensibie cause ever had so good a de- 
fenderasthis conscientious and capable 
leader, and few battles for the right a better 
one. He had been educated to believe that 
his his State against 
his country, and he ave to 
the service of the Confederacy the 
wrestige of a patriotically historic name 
he ighest rsonal character, an 
military genius of the firstorder. For three 
years he baffled the plans or routed the ar- 
mies of successive Union commanders, It is 
true he had fewer men and more limited re- 
sources, it istruethat he utilized his oppor- 
tunities with the rarest skill and wisdom, but 
it is also true with interior lines and a 
friendly population a general has Rregt ad- 
vantages. It neither detracts from the fame, 
nor impairs the estimate of this consummate 
soldier, that he was beaten by Grant, Great 
as he was, he had met a greater. ; 

The cuiminating triumph of Gen, Grant 
was that he received and returned the sword 
of Lee. The one act typified the victory and 
perpetuity of the Union and the other that 
its defenders ver after would be those 
who, with equ nd unequaled courage, had 
fought to save, Und to destroy it. 

Grant’s claims upon the oretitade of his 
countrymen are many. He willhave peculiar 
remembrance for having, with President 
Lincoln, immediately recognized that the 
Republic must live as the fatners had founded 
it. American liberty is entrenched in the 
indissoluble Union of sovereign States 
and cannot exist with subject 
provinces.

THE BENEDICTION, 

When quiet was restored Dr, John Hall pro- 
nounced the benediction, and the services 
ended by the firing of a salute of twenty-one 
guns from the United States steamship Mian- 
tonomah, stationed on the Hudson. 

Paying the firing of the salute the carriages 
of the Washington party were surrounded by 
their friends, who vied with each other in 

ressing forward to shake hands with the 

hief Magistrate. After some more music, and 
the ceremonies being ended, Mr. Harrison and 
party shook bands with those nearest them 
and bowing their adieus amid the strains of 
‘*Hail Columbia’’ and the shouting of the 
immense throng the whole cortege returned 
to the hotel, diversifying the route by driv- 
ing through Central Park. Assoonas the 
party had left the tomb over two hundred 
achool hoys pamed in procession by the tomb 
and scattered flowers upon it, followed by a 
number of private citizens and others who 
cast their bouquets upon the last resting 
place of the famous General, The ceremony 
was marked as being without pomp or osten- 
tation, in fact, _— a one as the deceased 
General would have desired. There was no 
marked martial display, but here and there 
in the crowd wags a _ sprinkling of ofm- 
ers of thearmyand navy. The whole cere- 
mony was civil from every pointof view. A 
few regular troops were stationed around the 
tomb under the command of Maj. Randolph, 
who saluted the President on hisarrival. A 
company of blue jackets and marines landed 
from the Miantonomah, also acted as guard 
of honor around thetomb, The Grant Birth- 
day Association will give a banquet to-night 
at Delmenieco’s at which covers will be laid 
for 120 persons, Gen, N, G,.

WAR IN VENEZUELA. 


Continued Success of the Rebels—A 


Policeman’s Mistake. 


PUEKTO CABELLO, Venezuela, April 27.— 
Gens. Ybara and Casanas, with nearly eight 
thousand of the Government forces, have been 
cut off from Palacio’s main forces and are in 
imminent peril. Gen. Crespo, the Insurgent 
Commander-in-Chief, has effected a junction 
with Capt. Mora, the hero of the engagement 
at Palito. ‘The fiercest fighter in Palacio's 
army, Gen. Juan Quovodo, and his aide-de- 
camp, Jose Armes, have been killed, 


butchered in a terrible manner by the 
populace of Los Toques. Gen. Quevodo 
has been identified with all the 
revolutions of the past twenty-five years and 
was always on the government side. He had 
amassed many millions and owned rich 
coffee plantations in the State of Guzman 
Blanco, in the vicinity of Tequos. With his 
aid, Col. Armes, a promising young soldier, 
he was paying a visit to his possessions at 
Los Togues on April 18, when they were at- 
tacked by the villagers who had been incited 
to rebellion by the neighboring moun- 
taineers. 

Gen, Quovodo was greatly disliked by the 
workers on the coffee plantations. All 
through Venezuela he was known as ‘‘La 
Hyena’’ on account of his flerceness and cru- 
elty asa fighter. He was never known to 
show quarter. 

He was dragged from his horse inthe sub- 
urbs of Toques and beaten with stones and 
clubs, His brains were literally dashed out 
with a blg bowler in the hands of two pow- 
erful mountaineers. ‘he utmost contempt 
was shown the body, which was literally cut 
to pieces with machetos after death. Col. 
Armes suffered the saine treatment. 

Astrong body guard which had followed 
the two unfortunate government military 
leaders were badly treated by the populace. 

Mail advices from La Guayra, Venezuela, of 
April 20, say that Philip C. Hanna, United 
States Consul to La Guayra, was fired upon 
by a policeman in the streets of La 
Guayra, at 9:30 o’clock’ last Wednesday 
night, The bullet whizzed past unpleasantly 
close to the conaul, but did not hit him. Mr. 
Hanna pounced upon the policeman ,demand- 
ing to know what the shot meant. When the 
policeman saw that it was the American con- 
sul whom he had fired upon he nearly fell in 
afit. He was badly frightened and begged 
for mercy. On the foliawing day the Amer- 
ican Consulate was besieged by government 
officials anxious toapologize for the unfor 
tunate incident. Mr. Hanna assured the 
officials that he looked upon the affair as a 
mistake and that he bore the unfortunate 
policeman no ill will,
